Cabbage requires deep, rich, mellow soil, high manuring, 
and good culture to obtaim fine, solid heads. For early use, sow 
seeds of the early kinds in the hotbeds or in a box in the house 
the last of January or early in February; transplant into the 
open ground in April in rows 2 feet apart and 1% feet apart in 
the row; or sow a bed of seed outside as soon as the soil can be 
worked; transplant in about four weeks. For second early 
Cabbage, sow in April and transplant in May. For late Cab- 
bage, sow in May and transplant in July in rows 3 feet apart 
and 2 feet apart mn the row. In transplanting, it Is Important 
that plants be set down to the first leaf, so that the stem may 
not be injured in case of frost. Be careful not to cover the 
heart of the plant. Hoe every week and stir soil deep. As they 
advance in growth draw a little earth to the plants until they 

egin to head. To prevent splitting or bursting, go frequently 
over the ground and push every cabbage that appears about to 
mature over sideways, which will break some of the roots and 
check its growth. To prevent attacks of the cabbage fly on 
small plants, dust thoroughly with plaster, air-slacked lime, 
or wood ashes.

How to Grow Cucumbers.—Cucumbers require rich, sandy soil, but do quite well in almost any good garden soil, especially 


if some fertilizer is mixed in where the hills occur. 


As soon as the weather has become settled and warm, plant in hills 4 to 6 feet apart each way, with 8 to 10 seeds in a hill; 
cover one-half an inch deep, smoothing the hill off with the hoe. When the plants are out of danger of insects, thin out to three 
or four plants to a hill. The seed may also be sown in rows 6 feet apart, with the seed every few inches in the row, thinning 
out when plants are large enough to withstand the bugs. For pickles, plant from June 1 to August 1. The fruit should be gath- 
ered when large enough for pickling, whether required for use or not, as, if left to ripen on the vines, it destroys their productiveness.

Celery Culture.— Celery can be successfully grown with but 
little labor, in any good garden soil, by using plenty of well-rotted 
manure. It delights, however, in low, moist, rich bottom land, or 
well-drained muck soil. It is usually grown as a second crop. Sow 
the seed in a hotbed or coldframe, or in the open ground, as soon as 
fit to work in the spring. Prepare the soil well before sowing, also 
keep quite moist until the seed germinates. To insure stalky plants, 
cut back to within 2 inches of the crown when 4 inches high. Trans- 
planting of the early sorts should be done about June 15 and from 
that on to August 15, for the late varieties.

_ Peas thrive better if the ground has been manured for a previous crop, but if the ground 
is poor and requires enriching, use well-rotted manure, and for the dwarf varieties you 
can hardly make the soil too rich. When grown as a market crop, Peas are seldom staked 
or bushed, but are sown in single rows 3 to 4 inches deep, the depth depending on the time 
of sowing, nature of the soil, as well as the variety. Wrinkled varieties are not so hardy 
as the smooth sorts, and if planted early should have dry, warm soil, and covered only 
about 1 inch, or they are liable to rot in the ground. These wrinkled varieties are, however, 
the sweetest and best flavored. Rows for planting should be from 21% to 31% feet apart, 
according to the kind, soil, and manner of culture desired. When grown in the kitchen 


garden it is best to sow the seed in double rows, 6 to 8 inches apart, the tall sorts dog 
better on trellis or brush.

Tomato Culture.—For very early fruit, the seed should be sown in a hotbed about the first week in March, in drills 5 inches 
apart and inch deep. Later sowings may be made until the last of April. (Sufficient plants for a small garden can be started 
by sowing a few seeds in a shallow box or flower pot and placing m a sunny window in the house.) When the young plants are 
3 to 4 inches high, they should be set 4 to 5 inches apart in another hotbed or coldframe, or transplanted into small pots, allowing 
a single plant to a pot. Expose to the air as much as possible to harden them for planting out. Water freely at the time of 
transplanting into the open ground and shelter from the sun a few days until the plants are thoroughly established. Cultivate 
thoroughly as long as the vines will permit, but the last two or three workings of the soil should be very shallow or the crop may 


be badly injured. 


Tomatoes grow splendidly trained to stakes or trellises, and the fruit is much improved, not only in appearance, but in 
quality. This mode of cultivation is common among gardeners who grow for the early market, and at private places throughout 
the country. Especially is this desirable where neatness and at the same time economy of space in the home-garden is desired. 
The usual method is to set one strong plant to a stake 5 to 7 feet high, tying the plant up with wool or other strong, soft twine, and 
pruning quite freely as the vine advances in growth. By this method plants may be set much closer than in the ordinary way. For 
fine, large specimens of high color and attractive appearance generally, grow the clusters of the fruit in paper sacks, as is com- 
monly practiced by grape-growers. These paper sacks or bags should be put on when the Tomatoes are about three-fourths grown. 


That about 2,000 plants will be produced from one ounce of seed is a safe estimate.

Annuals are those flowers that bloom and ripen their seed the first year, then die. Among these are Asters, Balsams, Mig- 
nonette, Sweet Peas, Nasturtiums, Morning-Glories, and many other very brilliant and fragrant sorts. 

Biennials from seed, generally bloom the second year, then die. Some varieties, if planted early, bloom the first season 
and therefore are treated as annuals. 

Perennials are those that endure our northern winters with little or no protection and live and bloom several years in 


succession. A large majority of the perennials will bloom the first year if started early in the spring. Hollyhocks, Columbines, 
Larkspurs, Foxgloves, Poppies, etc., are in this popular class. 


Asters 


The Aster is, perhaps, the most popular annual flower grown in this country, and justly so on account of its ease of culture, 
season of bloom, and lasting qualities, both in the garden and as a cut-flower. Seed can be sown in the house in shallow boxes

How to Grow Fine Sweet Peas.—The general opinion is that Sweet Peas, being common and hardy, can be planted any- 
where, which accounts for a lot of failures. There is no reason why everyone should not have fine flowers if they will observe 
a few simple rules. First of all, plant early, just as soon as the ground can be dug and is not sticky. Dig deeply. If you are 
growing Sweet Peas every year, try to prepare your ground in the fall, and dig 11% feet deep, mixing manure thoroughly in 
the subsoil. The surface soi! in which the seed is sown should not contain manure. If you start in the fall you will find you can 
sow earlier in the spring. If you cannot secure manure, use bone-meal or commercial fertilizers containing phosphate and potash. 
Cover the ground 1 inch with these and then dig in and mix thoroughly with the soil. Sow the seed 3 inches deep if in sandy 
soil, or 2 if in clay. Sow thmly unless you have the courage to pull them out after they come up. You cannot have fine flowers 
through the season when plants are very thick. Two to 3 inches apart, or better, 4 inches, 1f you want big flowers. Cultivate 
as soon as they are up and keep cultivating. Stake them as soon as the rows show plainly. For the first month they scarcely 
make any growth above ground, but do not need water unless the season 1s very dry. Later on, when they are showing vigorous 
growth, a thorough watering twice a week will help wonderfully, if there is not sufficient rain. Don’t plant them alongside a 
house, under trees or close to a board fence and expect much from them. They need an open space.

Have You a Hardy Garden? 


So much interest is being displayed in perennial flowers at the present time that a few words here regarding them may not 
be amiss. Our list contains many of the most popular sorts. Perennials are not difficult to grow, but are slower in starting 
than annuals, so that care should be taken that the soil does not dry out. The ideal place to start them is in a coldframe, where 
the soil can be kept moist, and where they can be protected from heavy rains. If the seed is sown early, some varieties will 
bloom the first year, but it is not until the second year that you get the best results, but for several years they will increase in 
beauty and value, affording color in the garden and cut-flowers before the annuals come into bloom. Perennials are so much 
cheaper to grow from seed than to buy the plants.
